Preliminary plans for what promises 
to be one of the most thorough and far- 
reaching state inquiries ever launched 
in Chicago were set in motion yester- 
day by the joint legislative investigai- 
ing committee of fourteen appointed to 
fix the guilt of those at the bottom of 
Chicago's building conspiracy. 

Following a day spent in organising 
subcommitteés and conferring with 
District Attorney Charles -F. Clyne, 
representatives. from the state’s atter- 
ney’s office, and private citizens whe 
called the legislators aside for hurried 
whispered consfltations, Senator John 
Dailey of Peoria, chairman of the com- 
mittee, announced he is convinGed 
“there exists in Chicago a giant insti- 
tution of building extortion which may 
outdo the New York situation.”

The natural conclusion is that 
se@ch restaurants are getting more than their 
share. They should join aith other lines of busi- 
ness in getting back to normalcy.

JAPANESE IN ARGENTINA 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 


BUENOS AIRES, March 25.—So firmly have 
the Japanese fixed their eyes on South America 
as a field for colonization that an emigrants 


school has been established at Tokyo for the sole 
purpose of preparing Japanese young men and 
women to make their living in the South Amer- 
ican republics, according to Kiichi Oshima, a di- 
rector of the school, who now is in Buenos Aires 
trying to create a favorable impression toward 


Oshima is accompanied by a young Japanese 
woman and a young man, both students of the 
school, and the three are studying - particularly 
the laws, religion and customs of the various 
South American countries for the benefit of future 
classes, as the young man and woman are to be 
made professors upon their return to Japan. - 

Oshima says the school. was founded in 19901, 
that it now has eighteen teachers and 120 
students and that three graduates of the school 
are already in the Argentine. Republic. He said 
the Japanese government has no connection with 
nor interest in the school, which is maintained 
by funds from private sources, but he said the 
patrons include Marques Okuma, prime minister, 
and T. Tokoname, minister of the interior. The 
school was founded by M. Sakiyama, a Japanese 
educator, who made a tour of Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Peru, and Panama four years ago. 

As the main idea of the school is to fit young 
Japanese to earn their own living in South Amer- 
ica, they are required to begin by earning their 
own way through school. Their studies consist 
mostly of language, English and Spanish, agricul- 
tural methods, and commercial procedure in the

_THE GAIT OF SOME MEN. 


CERTAIN piece of sidewalk pav- 

ing in the vicinity of the place 
where this is written is composed 

of a soft natural stone easily 
scratched by the naiis in shoe heels. 
As I come over it each day I find its 
surface marred by thousands of tresh 
scratch marks. Some of these are eight 
inches long. The great majority are 
one inch and less than two. The con- 
clusion is that at least a fair proportion 
of the people walk in such a manner 
that the heel slips forward an inch or 
more after it strikes the ground. This 
is one reason shoes wear out at the heels 
and especially at the back portion there- 
of. In most shoes the maximum wear 
is at the outer back part of the heel. 


These scratch marks rarely pointed 
straight ahead. Following a man who 
made scratch marks I noticed that his 
heels after striking the pavement slid 
forward and outward. He was a short 
fellow of a rather peculiar build and a 
peculiar method of walking. He appeared 
to throw. his feet forward and outward. 
His heels were traveling in that direc- 
tion when they came in contact with the 
pavement and as his center of gravity 
“Was well behind a vertical line raised 
over the forward heel there was always 
a good deal of slide and scratch. This 
man wastes some energy in walking and 
of course he is hard on shoe leather. 

I do not know but I have often heard 
that the primitive Indian carried the 
center of gravity well forward in walk- 
ing and that he rather sneaked his feet 
forward, that his toes were pointed al- 
most straight ahead and not especially 
elevated as his foot was carried forward. 
That the foot touched the ground with 
the whole sole almost at the same mo- 


Adult persons instinctively find and fol- 
low the easiest, most fatigue-sparing 
method possible for them. It is true 
that the person accustomed to walking 
with shoulders thrown back, carrying his 
body erect will adopt a different posture 
after he has covered five or ten miles 
and become thoroughly fatigued. I have 
seen soldiers start out on hikes with 
shoulders thrown back, striking the 
ground heels first and doubtless scrap- 
ing scratch marks on every soft surface 
they touched. I have seen those same 
soldiers at the end of ten miles with 
shoulders slopped down, slouching along, 
sneaking their feet forward and. strik- 
ing the ground simultaneously with most 
of the sole. 

- 


Nevertheless a person with a fully de- 
veloped physique must continue to walk 
as his bones, joints, muscles and ten- 
dons dictate. Since he is not going to 


walk long distances as a rule it will not 


waste much energy for him to rear back. 
But the method of walking of a young 
boy is amenable to a good deal of change. 

I hope that in the Boy Scout curricu- 
lum there is a lecture on how to walk 
like an Indian. I hope the band will 
adopt the policy of nagging every young 
boy who throws his feet forward when 
he walks as though he were siinging

Blocks Road to Prosperity. 

Mr. Williams also contends that high 
prices of stee] and iron products “ ar- 
tificially maintained ” are blocking the 
road to prosperity, and alleges that the 
“desperate condition of our railroads 
is partly due to exorbitant prices of 
steel and iron materials, of which rail- 
roads are the biggest users.” He as- 
serted also that the cost of money re- 
quired to buy a freight car is 500 per 
cent above the cost in 1914. 

Mr. Williams has written a letter to 
Mr. Gary replying to his defense of the 
price schedule. Having been advised 
by the ¢orporation that his letter of 
March 16 to Mr. Gary would be held for 
the latter’s return from Panama, a 
month hence, Mr. Williams explained 
that he had decided to make public the 
statements contained in his letter. 

He charges that the excessive prices 
for steel and iron have now become an 
active cause of unemployment and of 
widespread suffering. 4 

Quotes Official Prices. 


He gives official quotations in an ef- 
fort to show that steel and iron prod- 
ucts, from iron ore to structural steel, 
are being maintained at prices 100 per 
cent above the pre-war basis, while 
other metals, such as copper, lead, tin, 
etc., in the production of which, he 
gays, the United States Steel corpora- 
tion does not have the same dominating 
influence that it has in steel and iron, 
have returned. to a pre-war basis or 
less.

“ Grocery-Saloons.” 

HE oldtime grocery-saloon—gro- 

cery in front, saloon in rear—was 

one of the characteristic features 

of early Chicago. In the grocery 

was a full stock of commodities of the 

typical small town general store, lamps, 

chicken feed, crockery, nails, hard- 
ware, salt mackerel, ad infinitum. 

In the sample room in the rear were 
barrels and kegs of ale, beer, and 
stronger drink. On the end of the 
little bar or counter, a cigar box was 


full of smoking tobacco, free, and the 
box always was kept filled. 

Tables and comfortable chairs were 
provided for those who cared to linger, 
with a carpeting of sawdust on the 
floor which also was used in the home- 
made wooden cuspidors. 

Sometimes the proprietor tended bar, 
sometimes his good wife.

The body of Cardinal Gibbons, 
dressed in the robes of his office, 
lay tonight in an upper room of 
his residence on North Charlies street.
